Dear Sir Robert:- 


il am in receipt of your 
letter of the 4th instant, with ref to University 
Students, wno may now be in the vari hospitals of 
Ontario, but I regret very much bets we have not this 
information at present. An endeavour will be made to 
obtain it for you immediately and as soon as the information 
is obtained, it will be forwarded to you. 
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The Powers of the Commission, 
in the matter of providing vocational re-education or training, 
extend only to those whose disabilities would prevent them 
returning to the occupation followed by them prior to 
enlistment, and that has raised an Eee eetay ig point in con- 
nection with a few students who have come back physically 
disabled. Strictly speaking, they were able to return to 
their former occupation of student but, in a number of cases, 
they were only able to carry on as students by reason of their 
earnings during the vacations, This office has,therefore, in 
such cases, considered the man "s occupation ae the 
vacation as being his "former occupation" and has provided 
assistance in the way of subsistence allowances and pocket 
IMoney and, in some cases, for the payment of fees to enable 
these men to continue their studies for a certain period. 


In cases where a student's 
disability is of such a serious nature that he is manifestly 
ereatly incapacitated in the general labour market, from six 
months' to. one year's University training is provided, should 
he wish to contime his University course, but, up to the 
present, no man has been put on vocational Pay and Allowances

this question can be cared for.
